The Santa Shop program began on 
Christmas 1996 when Bishop Feehan stu- 
dents adopted families from Saint Joseph’s 
parish at Christmastime. That year and the 
next, toys were lugged over to the parish, 
and families were allowed to come into the 
church and choose gifts for their children. 
The Christmas project of 1997 was stressful. 
Space and heat in the parish were limited, 
and the surge of families requesting gifts 
was growing by leaps and bounds. We 
needed to find a better way. 

In 1998, the Bishop Feehan Santa 
Shop was born. The event was moved to 
campus, and we began registering up to 200 
families to assist with new toys. We then 
added food, entertainment, a party for the 
children, and free outerwear making it an 
event that included every organization in 
the school. During Christmas 2002, we 
distributed 2,500 toys with 1,100 students 
and faculty donating and 350 students and 
faculty working the event. It took an 
additional 300 students to set up the toys. 
As theologian Robert Wick states, “ One of 
the greatest challenges in life is not to give 
love, but to receive it. When we are open to 
receiving the love that is all around us, we 
can freely share it with others.” The Santa 
Shop is a reflection of Bishop Feehan High 
School freely receiving and sharing the love 
of God.

TERRORISM 


Memorial services were held around 
the country on the anniversary of 
Sept. 11, which President George W. 
Bush proclaimed Patriot Day. One 
year after the attacks on the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon, the 
sluggish American economy still felt 
the effects. News about Afghanistan 
diminished, but al Qaeda and 
Osama bin Laden were still in the 
news. Debate continued about what 
should be built at the Ground Zero 
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site, and colleges were asked to turn 
over personal information about 
their foreign students and teachers 
to the FBI. 

The country continued to pursue 
Osama bin Laden and other threats to 
national security in its War on Terror. 
Sometimes the war was subtle, and 
sometimes it was very noticeable. 
The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service began to fingerprint and 
photograph men who entered the 


United States from 18 Middle Eastern 
countries. Bush signed a Homeland 
Security bill into law that created 
a new federal department devoted 
to preventing future attacks and 
allowed commercial airline pilots to 
carry guns. 

The director of the FBI announced 
that his organization had thwarted 
almost 100 terrorist attacks since Sept. 
11, 2001. He said some of the attacks 
were intended for U.S. targets. 
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John Allen Muhammed and John 
Lee Malvo were accused of carrying 
out a string of sniper shootings that 
killed 10 people and wounded three 
others during a three-week period in 
the Washington, D.C., area. Victims, 
who were selected at random during 
the killing spree, ranged in age from 
13 to 72. >

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Seven astronauts perished when the 
Space Shuttle Columbia broke apart 
over central Texas as it reentered the 
atmosphere. The tragedy occurred less 
than 20 minutes before the planned 
landing at the Kennedy Space Center. 
An investigation into the cause of the 
accident initially centered on possible 
damage to the craft's protective tiles 
from flying debris during takeoff. W 





The economy, still trying to re-build 
itself after Sept. 11, continued to 
struggle. Millions of Americans 
were out of jobs as the national 
unemployment rate hit an eight-year 
high. Holiday shoppers spent less than 
economists expected, and a record 
number of people lost their homes 
when they could not make their

Accounting scandals continued this 
year as WorldCom replaced Enron 
as the nation’s largest bankruptcy.
